Heart Lasted W/t Months 
Dr. Blaiberg Dies 
From Heart Failure 


CAPE TOWN. South Africa 
(AP 
-—Dr. Christiaan N. Ba- 
rard confirmed today that Dr. 
Philip 
Blaiberg, 
the 
world’s 
longest-surviving heart graft pa­ 
tient, died because his heart 
iailed under the onslaught of re­ 
jection. 


Barnard told a news confer­ 
ence at Cape Town University 
School of Medicine the day after 
his famous patient died that re­ 
sults of an autopsy performed 
within hours of the 60-year-old 
retired dentist’s death were not 
yet known, but final analysis 
would show that the cause of his 
death was rejection. 


“We always felt that heart 
transplants were not a cure but 
a palliative,” he said. “ Eventu­ 
ally, the transplanted heart will 
be damaged so much by rejec­ 
tion that it will not be able to 
function any more.” 


In Blaiberg’s case, his cardiac 
team slowed down the rejection 
process for 563 days. 


The 
death 
certificate 
said 
Blaiberg died of heart failure 
brought on by failure of his kid­ 
neys and pneumonia. 


The certificate was siigned by 
Dr. Marius Barnard, younger 
brother of Dr. Christian Bar­ 
nard, 
the 
pioneer 
transplant 
surgeon who gave Blaiberg his 
new heart 19Va months ago on 
Jan. 2, 1968. Xbe younger Bar­ 
nard is also a member of the 
Groote Schuur Hospital heart 
transplant team. 


The certificate did not indi­ 
cate whether any rejection of 
the heart took place. 


Blaiberg, who was 60, died 
Sunday at 7:40 p.m. An autopsy 
was performed afterward buit 
its results were not immediately 
disclosed.

Barnard has been ill with in­ 
fluenza and was unable to see 
his famous patient before his 
death for fear of infecting him. 


Dorothy Haupt, widow of the 
24-year-old mulatto whose heart 
Blaiberg received, said she was 
unable to sleep Sunday night 
after hearing of hiis death. She 
added that she felt no regrets at 
having authorized the use of her 
husband’s heart. 


Despite South Africa’s race 
segregation policies, the trans­ 
plant of a mulatto’s heart 'to a 
white man caused -little com­ 
ment. Before Blaiberg’s opera­ 
tion there had been exchanges 
of other organs such as kidneys 
across the color line.

Blaiberg’s death left a French 
Dominican 
priest, 
the 
Rev. 
Charles Boulogne, 56, as the 
longest surviving hearit trans­ 
plant. He received his new heart 
May 12, 1968, ini Paris. The sur­ 
geon was Prof. Charles Dube sit. 


Father Boulogne, known in his 
Marseille monastery as Father 
Damiien, was hospitalized with 
s>light rejection symptoms last 
May but has since recovered 
and sayis Mass regulairly. He 
said today that htis doctors “do 
not foresee a rejection in my 
ease.” 


A total of 142 persons have re­

Washkansky on Dec. 3, 1967. Of 
these. 37 patients still are alive, 
including two of the five heart 
recipients operated on by Bar­ 
nard. 


Although Washkansky died of 
pneumonia 18 days afiter his op­ 
eration, Blaiberg was not dis­ 
couraged at the prospect for his 
operation. In failing health since 
a heart attack 12 years before, 
be said: “ I want to be next.” 


After his operation, Barnard 
showed Blaiberg a bottle con­ 
taining his old, badly fibrosed 
organ. 
Blaiberg 
became 
the 
first man to hold his own heant 
in his hands. 


Determined to make the most 
of his new lease on life, Blai­ 
berg drove his own ear, swam 
regularly at Cape Town’s beach­ 
es and pools, attended theater 
openings and received visiting 
celebrities ait home. He also re­ 
sumed sexual intercourse with 
his wife. 


Blaiberg wrote a best-selling 
autobiography, “ Looking at My 
Heart,” and planned a second 
book dealing with famous per­ 
sonalities he had met. He insist­ 
ed on personally answering the 
large volume of fan mail hie re­ 
ceived from all over the world.

GULFPORT, Miss. (AP) - 
Hurricane Camille churned in­ 
land into central Mississippi to­ 
day, leaving at least seven dead 
with fears that “many more 
bodies” would be found along 
the smashed gulf coast resort 
area. 


The entire coast—from the 
Louisiana line to Alabama—was 
without communication in most 
of the area. There was no elec­ 
tricity, no gas. 


Biloxi Mayor Daniel Guice es­ 
timated damage to his city at 
$10 million after a pre-dawn in­ 
spection. But after daylight ap­ 
peared he said “that’s a very 
conservative estimate.” 


Downtown 
Gulfport was

i shambles. The storm’s 150-mile 
an hour winds took roofs from 
buildings, 
smashed signs and 
destroyed 40 of the 250 frame 
structures at the big Naval Sea-

sion, had asked the North Ko­ 
reans for assistance “in return­ 
ing the helicopter and person­ 
nel.” 


It was the second U.S. Army 
helicopter shot down by North 
Korea since the Korean armis­ 
tice was signed 16 years ago. A 
helicopter carrying two Ameri­ 
can officers on a routine flight 
was downed by ground fire near 
the Panmunjom truce village on 
May 17, 1963. The two officers 
were captured and were re­ 
turned a year later after the 
U.N. Command signed a note 
saying they were engaged in es­ 
pionage activities from 
their 
helicopter. 


The command later said It 
had to sign the note in order to 
obtain the men’s release. 


On April 15, North Korea shot 
down an American EC121 elec­ 
tronic intelligence plane in the 
Sea of Japan more than 100 
miles off the Korean coast. All 
31 men aboard were presumed 
killed.

Gulfport had no drinking wa­ 
ter but Civil Defense authorities 
said “the prospects are good” 
for getting some in the next few 
hours. 


National 
Guardsmen 
sealed 
off downtown Gulfport, a city of 
30,000 and normally a center for 
summer vacationers, 
to 
pre­ 
vent looting. 


Hundreds of cars were parked 
around the sprawling Seabee 
base, where many took refuge 
along with the 4,000 men and 
their families who are stationed 
there, but few had any windows 
left. 


The Gulfport hospital reported 
it treated about 50 persons but 
released all after treatment or 
examination. 


Gulfport is fronted by a white 
sand beach, an area filled with 
sunbathers late Saturday. The 
beach is 60 yards wide and sep* 
arates U.S. 90 from the water’s 
edge.

She was moving north-north- 
west at a speed of 15 to 20 
m.p.h. Tornado warnings were 
up for most of the southern half 
of Mississippi until 9 a.m. 


In Jackson, Gov. John Bell 


Williams said he would make an 
inspection tour of t.he disaster 
area later in the morning. 


Decellc said every street in 
Gulfport was blocked by fallen 
trees and wreckage, with some 
buildings demolished and nearly 
all damaged.

Radio reports from the high­ 
w ay patrol said fires burned out 
of control for hours in both Gulf­ 
port and Biloxi after Camille 
passed, with fire fighting units 
unable to reach them. 


Biloxi police said flooding due 
to heavy rain or raging high 
tides was 10 feec deep or more 
in some sections of the city and 
the bridge between Biloxi and 
Ocean Springs was knocked out.

'AP> — The crisis in Northern 
Ireland moved into the talking 
stage today as British troops en­ 
forced an uneasy peace. 


Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
flew back to London from an is­ 
land vacation to formulate pro­ 
posals he hoped would ease the 
likelihood of 
further 
religious 
warfare. 


The Irish Republic a'iked the 
U.N. Security Council to meet 
and send a peacekeeping force 
to Northern Ireland. British op- 
position 
appeared 
certain 
to 
prevent any such action. 


Pope Paul VI appealed for 
“reciprocal pardon and mutual 
agreement” between the Catho­ 
lics and Protestants. 


In Belfast and Londonderry, 
thin lines of British soldiers had 
kept the peace since Saturday 
night. But Protestants and Ro­ 
man Catholics remained behind 
their barricades, wondering who 
would make the next move and 
-contemplating the results of five

and 
bloodshed.

SAIGON 
<AP) — The U.S. 
Army took the eight Green Ber­ 
ets charged with murder out of 
close confinement at the Long 
Bitth stockade today and con­ 
fined them to regular billets at 
the big headquarters post north 
of Saigon. 


The Army’s chief spokesman 
in Vietnam announced that the 
seven officers and one enlisted 
man who are accused of m ur­ 
dering a Vietnamese believed to 
have been a double agent are no 
longer under armed guard. 


The seven officers are con­ 
fined to an officers’ billet at 
Long B;nh, 15 miles north of 
Saigon, while the enlisted man, 
Sgt. Alvin L. Smith Jr. of Na­ 
ples, Fla., 
is in am enlisted 
men’s billet, “in another area” 
of Long Binh, the spokesman 
said. 


The eight men, headed by Col. 
Robert B. Rheault of Vineyard 
Haven, 
Mass.,

forces in Vietnam, have been at 
Long Binh since their arrest 
July 20.

Dr. Blaiberg Dies 
From Heart Failure 


CAPE TOWN. South Africa

—Dr. Christiaan N. Ba- 
rard confirmed today that Dr. 
Philip 
Blaiberg, 
the 
world’s 
longest-surviving heart graft pa- 
tient, died because his heart 
failed under the onslaught of re­ 
jection. 
Barnard told a news confer­ 
ence at Cape Town University 
School of Medicine the day after 
his famous patient died that re­ 
sults of an autopsy performed 
within hours of the 60-year-old 
retired dentist’s death were not 
yet known, but final analysis 
would show that the cause of his 
death was rejection. 
"We always felt that heart 
transplants were not a cure but 
a palliative." he said. "Eventu­ 
ally, the transplanted heart will 
be dam aged so much by rejec­ 
tion that it will not be able to 
function any m ore." 

Ins cardiac 
team slow'ed down the rejection 
process for 563 days

Several of the visits have been »hört and 
probably more of a campaigning nature than for 
any other i*eal purpose, but the govemor also has 
had several “working” tnps to the Upper Pen­ 
insula and .lust the fact that he has enough in­ 
terest in the U.P. to come for any purpose may 
sigfnal the start of a new relationship between 
the Upper Peninsula and Lansing. 


Tlie appointment by Milliken of Claude J« 
Tobin of Escanaba to the State Highway Com­ 
mission, despite the fact that Milliken says he 
has received “some criticism’’ for the appoint­ 
ment elsewhere in the state, is one indication of 
genuine concern for the Peninsula.

Friday, while at the fair, the govemor said 
that he plans to send his new Director of the De­ 
partment of Commerce, Richard Whitmer, into 
the U.P. to meet with community leaders for the 
purpose of gathering information and ideas on 
metliods to stimulate the growth and develop­ 
ment of the region. 


“The immediate, pressing problems of the 
Upper Peninsula demand a cooperative and cre­ 
ative relationship between local and state gov­ 
ernment and the further development of such 
a relationship will be among the objectives of 
Whitmer’s mission,'' the govemor said. 


“Furthermore, his department is deeply in­ 
volved in developing an action plan for stimulat­ 
ing U.P. development — a plan for action, not 
for study. If there is one thing the Upper Pen­ 
insula does not need, it is just another survey, or 
just another economic stud.v, or just another 
task foiTe. But I think it is important that the 
new Commerce Department director focus im­ 
mediately on the particu’"'* problems of the Up­ 
per Peninsula.”

The fact that Milliken is sending \Miitmer 
to the Upper Peninsula is encouraging, for the 
governor got off to rather a slow start as far as 
the U.P. is concerned. He didn’t make many 
friends \sith his recommendations and subse­ 
quent arm-twisting for the metropolitan-orient­ 
ed division of the recreation bond money by the 
Legislature. The people of the U.P. who voted for 
the proposal did so in the belief that the so- 
called 70-30 formula would be used distributing 
the $100 million and weren’t very happy when 
Milliken led the charge for Detroit. 


Ordinarily, the governor of the state would 
be expected to favor the metropolitan areas 
where most of the votes are and nfiaybe Milli­ 
ken, who hails from Traverse City, picked the 
recreation bond issue to show Wa>*ne County and 
Detroit that he wasn’t going to let his out-state 
background upset the applecart. 


By doinja: so, however, he left a lot of fences 
to be mended in the outfield. 


Milliken’s frequent visits to the U.P. and 
his cordial, “I’ve got time for you” manner have 
mended a few. So did Tobin’s appointment to 
the highway commission. Whitmer's mission to 
the Upper Peninsula may even complete the job- 


Hopefully, the state may even find time to 
“build” a few more “fences.” 


For in tlie governor’s own words “a plan 
for action, not for study” is needed.

U.S. Marines, Seabees 
Build Noodle Factory 


Tiny Portugal has nearly succeeded in doing 
what the more powerful nations of Western 
Europe could not: She is keeping her overseas 
colonies. 


Two years ago, there was hardly an obser­ 
ver who did not believe Portugal’s days in Africa 
were numbered. Guerrilla movements were ris­ 
ing in Angola, Mozambique, and Guinea. It was 
viewed as somewhat unusual that Portugal had 
outlasted the other colonial powers, but it was 
considered only a matter of time befoi*e she had 
to bow to tlie inevietable. Tlie tides of historj^ 
which had engulfed Fi*ance, Belgium, and Great 
Britain surely would not spare Portugal. 


Today the tone of commentary about the 
Portuguese colonies has clianged dramatically. It 
is widely acknowledged that Portugal is winning 
its battle to remain in Africa. The Christian 
Science Monitor, for example, reports that West­ 
ern diplomats wlio have traveled to the colonies 
believe there is no longer any militarj^ threat to 
Portuguese rule. 


In Angloa, according to the Monitor account, 
two of the three fronts are now considered se­ 
cure. Only where the country lx>i*ders on Zambia 
is much guerrilla activity reported. 


In Mozambique, none of the three fmnts 
poses a serious threat any longer. Here the Por­ 
tuguese have conducted highly successful mili­ 
tary operations and benefitted from defection! 
and dissension in the enemy camp. 


In Guinea, the military situation is reported 
to be more grave, but 
here the Portuguese 
are making progress. 


Accordingly, Portugal is already looking 
optimistically as far ahead as the 1980s and 
1990s, charting plans for economic development 
and gi’eater local autonomy. 


What accounts for this remarkable pertor- 
mance by One of Europe’s smallest and poorest 
countries? The only jwssible answer is sheer de­ 
termination. Tlie nation has the will to pi*otect 
her own interests. 


Portugal's example holds an important les- 
=k)n for the United States. Can it really be that 
the United States, the world wealthiest and most 
powerful nation, cannot solve the Vietnam prob­ 
lem ? With an ounce of Portugal’s spirit and de­ 
termination, we might have eettled that war 
years ago.

Michigan Gov. William Milliken, who as­ 
cended to the state’s top office from his position 
as lieutenant governor when George Romney re­ 
signed to go to Washington with the Nixon ad­ 
ministration, has been in office less than a year 
but he's already beginning to make his presence 
felt in the Upper Peninsula. 
Since the first of the year, "Milliken has 
made seven trips to the U.P., the latest last Fri­ 
day when he flew into Escanaba for the annual 
appearance of the state’s chief executive at the 
U.P. State Fairgrounds. 
Several of the visits have been short and 
probably more of a campaigning nature than for 
any other real purpose, but the governor also has 
had several “working” trips to the Upper Pen­ 
insula and just the fact that he has enough in­ 
terest in the U.P. to come for any purpose may 
signal the start of a new relationship between 
the Upper Peninsula and lansing. 
The appointment by Milliken of Claude J* 
Tobin of Escanaba to the State Highway Com­ 
mission. despite the fact that Milliken says he 
has received “some criticism” for the appoint­ 
ment elsewhere in the state, is one indication of 
genuine concern for the Peninsula.

Friday, while at the fair, the governor said 
that he plans to send his new Director of the De­ 
partment of Commerce, Richard Whitmer, into 
the U.P. to meet with community leaders for the 
purpose of gathering information and ideas on 
methods to stimulate the growth and develop­ 
ment of the region. 
“The immediate, pressing problems of the 
Upper Peninsula demand a cooperative and cre­ 
ative relationship between local and state gov­ 
ernment and the further development of such 
a relationship will be among the objectives of 
Whitmer’s mission,” the governor said. 
“Furthermore, his department is deeply in­ 
volved in developing an action plan for stimulat­ 
ing U.P. development — a plan for action, not 
for study. If there is one thing the Upper Pen­ 
insula does not need, it is just another survey, or 
just another economic study, or just another 
task force. But T think it is important that the 
new Commerce Department director focus im­ 
mediately on the particu1nv problems of the Up­ 
per Peninsula.”

The fact that Milliken is sending Whitmer 
to the Upper Peninsula is encouraging, for the 
governor got off to rather a slow* start as far as 
the U.P. is concerned. He didn’t make many 
friends with his recommendations and subse­ 
quent arm-twisting for the metropolitan-orient­ 
ed division of the recreation bond money by the 
Legislature. The people of the U.P. who voted for 
the proposal did so in the belief that the so­ 
called 70-30 formula would be used distributing 
the $loo million and weren’t very happy when 
Milliken led the charge for Detroit. 
Ordinarily, the governor of the state would 
be expected to favor the metropolitan areas 
where most of the votes are and maybe Milli­ 
ken, who hails from Traverse City, picked the 
recreation bond issue to show Wayne County and 
Detroit that he wasn’t going to let his out-state 
background upset the applecart. 
By doing so, however, he left a lot of fences 
to be mended in the outfield. 
Milliken’s frequent visits to the U.P. and 
his cordial, “Eve got time for you” manner have 
mended a few. So did Tobin’s appointment to 
the highway commission. Whitmer’s mission to 
the Upper Peninsula may even complete the job* 
Hopefully, the state may even find time to 
“build" a few more “fences.” 
For in the governor’s own words “a plan 
for action, not for study” is needed.

The hospital, a complex of IO 
brick buildings nearing comple­ 
tion. is the No. I peaceful proj­ 
ect of the 3rd Marine Division. 
Stringing along behind is the 
rare venture putt.ng Leather­ 
neck*; into the noodle business. 
The division’s civic action of­ 
ficer. Col. William E. Ken :an 
of Arlington, Va., is oversee ng 
brick production, hosp.ta 
con­ 
struction, custom s on the noodle 
machinery, 
fund 
raising 
and 
such day-to-day chores at refu­ 
gee resettlem ent, crop irriga­ 
tion 
and 
the 
distribution 
of 
clothing, food and water. 
Noodle Priest 
Kerrigan expects help shortly 
when the “ Hong Kong noodle 
p r est” arrives. He is the Rh. 
Rev. John Romenello, who or­ 
gan zed a string of noodle facto­ 
ries 
in 
Hong 
Kong to 
fet'd 
Chinese fleeing from Red China 
IO years ago. 
The colonel and the priest dis­ 
cussed the problem of feeding 
refugees while Kerrigan was on

Kong. 
They 
agreed the noodle idea could be 
transplanted to Vietnam. 
Kong Kong’s Roman Catholic 
Relief Service contributed $1,200 
worth of equpm ent for the first 
factory.

Then a 
customs official ruled that the 


m achinery would have to be 
shipped tc Saigon for collection 
of import duties.

Two State Men 
Have Defected 


Tiny Portugal has nearly succeeded in doing 
what the more powerful nations of Western 
Europe could not: She is keeping her overseas 
colonies. 
Two years ago, there was hardly an obser­ 
ver who did not believe Portugal's days in Africa 
were numbered. Guerrilla movements were ris­ 
ing in Angola. Mozambique, and Guinea. It was 
viewed as somewhat unusual that Portugal had 
outlasted the other colonial powers, but it was 
considered only a matter of time before she had 
to bow to the inevietable* Tile tides of history 
which had engulfed France, Belgium, and Great 
Britain surely would not spare Portugal. 
Today the tone of commentary about the 
Portuguese colonies has changed dramatically. It 
is widely acknowledged that Portugal is winning 
its battle to remain in Africa. The Christian 
Science Monitor, for example, reports that West­ 
ern diplomats who have traveled to the colonies 
believe there is no longer any military threat to 
Portuguese rule. 
In Angloa, according to the Monitor account, 
two of the three fronts are now considered se­ 
cure. Only where the country borders on Zambia 
is much guerrilla activity reported. 
In Mozambique, none of the three fronts 
poses a serious threat any longer. Here the Por­ 
tuguese have conducted highly successful mili­ 
tary operations and benefitted from defections 
and dissension in the enemy camp. 
In Guinea, the military situation is reported 
to be more grave, but ev^i bere the Portuguese 
are making progress. 
Accordingly, Portugal is already looking 
optimistically as far ahead as the i980s and 
199(>s, charting plans for economic development 
and greater local autonomy. 
What accounts for this remarkable perfor­ 
mance by one of Europe’s smallest and poorest 
countries? The only possible answer is sheer de­ 
termination. Tile nation has the will to protect 
her own interests. 
Portugal’s example holds an important les­ 
ion for the United States. Can it really be that 
the United States, the world wealthiest and most 
powerful nation, cannot solve the Vietnam prob­ 
lem ? With an ounce of Portugal's spirit and de­ 
termination, we might have settled that war 
years ago.

PGA Tourney Crown 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP> — Ray 
Floyd, one of the young rising 
stiirs on tihe professional tour, 
says he learned a lesson from 
his ono-stroke victory in the 51st 
PGA Chan^pionship. 


“After today. I know I’ll nev­ 
er |)lay safe again. It’s not my 
game,” he said after edging 
slick Gary Player for the covet­ 
ed title. 


The 
26-year-old 
native 
of 
North Carolina skidded to a 74 
Sunday for a 72-hole score of 276 
en route to his third tour victory 
and his fu’st major triumph in 
an eight-year career. He was 
eight-under par for the distance. 


“I feel lucky,” said the hand- 
nome. curly-haired pro. “It's a 
good thing none of the others 
had a hot roimd. I can only re­ 
member five or six shots I was 
pleased with.’

GRAND RAProS <AP) — Bil­ 
ly Hardwick, of Louisvile, Ky., 
tied a Professional Bowlers As­ 
sociation record by winning his 
sixth toiu'nament of the year 
Sunday — the $32,000 Grand Ra­ 
pids Open. 


Hardwich was a w'ire-to-wire 
champion as he took the lead 
in the first round and never 
was headed. He finished the 40- 
game grind with 9573. This in­ 
cluded 625 bonus pins he col­ 
lected for winning 12 and tj-- 
ing one of his 16 games in 
Sunday’s play. 


The S3.000 first prize raised 
his leading money winnings for 
1969 to S53.040. He needs $14,-

He had scored 
tiiumphs at Jacksonville and 
Akron. 


Floyd, wiio said he putted 
‘terribly-,” had only four bogeys 
his first three rounds but strug­ 
gled with five Sunday. They 
came on Nos, 1, 7, 13, 15 and 18. 


His only tw'o birds were on the 
sensational side. He coaxed one 
in fi'om 25 feet, downhill, on No. 
10 and delivered the clincher 
with a 35-foot downhill putt on 
the key 16th hole. 


Plays Poorly 
“It w^as just ubelieveable,*’ 
he said. “I w'as hoping 1 could 
t^^’o-putt the hole. It seemed like 
a couple of miles away to me.” 
Floyd said he didn’t play well 
“because I wasn’t keyed up. I 
guess it was the ¿ve*stroke 
lead." 


Jim Turnesa, 55-year-old for­ 
mer PGA champ, spiced final 
action with a hole-in-one, using 
a five-iron on the 176-yard No. 8. 
It was the first PGA ace since 
Geoi'ge Knudson rang one up in 
1965 and the 12th hde-in-one on 
the tour this season. 


Leading money-winner Frank 
Beard finished with a 69 for 282, 
Jack Nicklaus had a 71 for 283, 
defending champ Julius Boros a 
71 for 287; British Open king 
Tony Jacklin 71 for 287, w'hile 
Master winner George Archer 
soared to a 77 for 297, 21 strokes 
behind Floyd.

Social Servicos Issues 
New Adoption Policies 


Many bold changc« have tak­ 
en place in the adoption pro­ 
gram of the Michigan Depart­ 
ment of Social Services during 
thé last year, 
according to 
Lawrence Curran, director of 
the Delta County Department 
of Social Services and David 
Nordin, director for Schoolcraft 
County. 


The grov^ring need for perm­ 
anent fatnilie« for an increas­ 
ing number of hard-to-place 
children throughout Michigan 
h a a made it imperative that 
each child placing agency and 
court in the state carcfully ex­ 
amine existing policies, prac­ 
tices, and resources and take 
decisive 
action 
to 
address 
themselve« to this need, they 
said. 


T h e Department of Social 
Services has taken several steps 
to help bridge this gap between 
needs and resources by issuing 
a new adoption policy, estab- 


Harvest Trees 


The Right Way 


EAST LANSING — Forest 
landowners should take every 
precaution to see that the po­ 
tential value of quality hard­ 
woods is not reduced through 
careless harvest and improper 
logging techniques, 
according 
to a Michigan State University 
extension forester. 


An essential part of proper 
harvesting, claims Dr. Melvin 
R. Koelling, is to cut the tree 
as low on the stump as possi­ 
ble. Leaving high stumps can 
result in several board feet of 
lumber left in the woods. He 
says 
this 
is 
an 
especially 
wasteful 
practice, 
since 
in 
most trees, the highest quality 
wood is found in the lower 
portion of the butt-log. 


“In the case of black wal­ 
nut and black cherry trees, 
harvesting may involve dig­ 
ging away the soil from the 
base of the tree and felling it 
at a point below the ground 
level," explains Koelling. “This 
would be especially true if 
highly 
figured 
w-ood 
were 
present.** 


When felling a tree, 
first 
figure out where it should fall, 
advises 
the 
MSU 
forester. 
Trees should be felled so the 
result will be minimal damage 
to the falling tree and to those 
around it. Leaning trees are 
most conveniently felled in the 
direction of the lean. 


After selecting the direction 
of fall, an undercut should be 
made to assist in felling and 
to reduce damage to the trunk 
during the actual fall. “Bar- 
ber-chairs and splits in the 
butt-log will greatly reduce 
log value.” warns Koelling. 


An undercut means cutting 
ene-fourth to one-haif of the 
W'ay through the tree and re­ 
moving a small wedge of wood 
to provide a natural inclina­ 
tion for falling. On high value 
trees, such as walnut, an un­ 
usually deep undercut m a y be 
necessary to reduce damage 
caused b y the natural splitting 
tendency of the w'ood. 


When possible, 
the under­ 
cut should be made from the 
stump, not the log portion of 
the tree. 


“Splits and breakage in the 
upper portion of the bole may 
occur when felling trees with 
very large branches in 
the 
crown,” says Koelling. 
“The 
direction 
of 
fall 
should 
be 
carefully determined so that 
the 
force 
with 
which 
the 
crown strikes the ground is 
distributed as equally as pos­ 
sible.” 


According to Koelling, young 
trees are 
frequently injured 
unnecessarily in logging oper­ 
ations. Such injuries, may re­ 
duce the tree’s growth rate, 
expose it 
to 
wood-decaying 
fungi and thus lower the qual­ 
ity or alter the form of the 
tree so that crooked or forked 
logs are produced.

Iliis is especially so 
for children past ^ e age of 
nine, any Negro child, as well 
as any child w i t h a serious 
mental, physical or emotional 
handicap, Nordin added. 


As a means of locating “hard- 
to-find” adoptive families the 
Department updated its adop­ 
tion 
eligibility policy which 
heavily emphasizes the assess­ 
ment of parenting abilities and 
reflects the philosophy of bring­ 
ing families into adoption study 
as opposed to screening them 
out through a set of rigid and 
arbitrary eligibility factors. 


Minimum eligibility require­ 
ments to adopt through this de­ 
partment a r e Michigan resi­ 
dency, a«ge 21, positive health 
history and current medical ex­ 
amination. AU other aspects of 
suitability and eligibility are 
^^’eighed on the individual mer­ 
its of each application. 


Slntles Welcome 


Curran and Nordin noted that 
single people. wx)rking mothers 
and non-home ouTiers are wel­ 
come, indeed encouraged, to 
pursue adoption tro u g h t h e 
Department of Social Services.
